From the 22nd of April there will be some changes to family 

law as a result of the Children and Families Act 2014. 


The Children Act of 1989 introduced Residence and Contact orders in respect of children, as 
well as the concept of Parental Responsibility. The Act made it clear that the Court's paramount 
consideration should be the welfare of the child and upon the separation of parents, the Court 
should not intervene in arrangements for children unless there was a dispute and it was necessary 
for them to do so. 


The Children and Families Act 2014 will see an end to Residence and Contact Orders. These will be 
replaced with the introduction of 'Child Arrangement Orders'. There will be a presumption that 
the, "involvement of that parent in the life of the child concerned will further the child's welfare." 

The law does not go as far as introducing a presumption of shared parenting, but it is anticipated 
that the changes will promote more equality between separated parents and remove the view 
that one parent has the upper hand. The Orders will set out, "with whom a child is to live, spend 
time or otherwise have contact. "

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MORE than 150 young people have 
fully supported a project to bring an 
all-purpose youth centre to Haverhill. 

Training for new skills, advice and 
guidance and art projects were just 
some of the facilities that the town’s 
younger residents hope to see when 
the centre opens. 

The youth centre plan was put in 
progress after ONE Haverhill’s com¬ 
munity budget consultation in 2013, 
which revealed that a service support¬ 
ing Haverhill’s youth was what most 
people in the town wanted to see. 

Further consultation revealed that a 
“one stop shop” encompassing all 
youth services in one building would 
be the best way to deliver what the 
town wanted. 

Karen Chappie, youth skills manag¬ 
er, recently carried out a survey of 170 
people aged 10 and over and received 
100 per cent positive feedback. 

She said: “From my conversations 
with young people, they are very keen 
to improve their employment and 
training prospects and excited to wel¬ 
come a youth service to Haverhill. 

“In my opinion it will ensure their 
varied needs are met and with support 
from different agencies the young 
people of our community will engage 
and flourish.” 

Haverhill Town Council agreed to 
find a place to operate the service, and 
is currently in ongoing negotiations 
with Suffolk County Council over a 
lease on the town’s former police sta¬ 
tion and magistrates’ court, in Camps 
Road. 

A refurbishment plan for the site is 
also currently under way. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, said 
the town council earmarked a sum of 
£200,000 for refurbishment costs from 
existing reserves, which combined the 
unspent youth provision budget from 
previous years. 

Once up and running, it is estimated 
that the project will save the town at 
least £125,000 per annum, Cllr Andre 
added, in policing, environment and 
local employment costs, according to 
ONE Haverhill’s consultation. 

“Personally I am delighted that we 
are approaching completion of lease 
negotiations and anticipating a full 
discussion of the survey,” Cllr Andre 
said. 

“The intention of the town council 
was always to provide a sustainable 
resource to serve young people better 
as our community grows - there was 
never any wish to secure yet another 
‘quick-fix’ project.” 

Sarah Howard, chairman of ONE 
Haverhill, has said that “great strides” 
had already been taken towards com¬ 
pleting the project, but that time 
needs to be taken to get it right. 

She said: “We are not talking about a 



youth club here, we are talking about a 
service which we have already made 
great strides towards creating that 
will support young people into 
work, create apprenticeships 
for the town, offer personal 
support and advice on a 
variety of issues and pro¬ 
vide our young people with 
a meeting place and activi¬ 
ties which build their con¬ 
fidence and social skills. 

“It is a service that all 
organisations represented 
on the ONE Haverhill part¬ 
nership agree has been needed 
for a very long time now and has 
been made possible by the collabora¬ 
tion between local authorities, busi¬ 
nesses, education, and other part¬ 
ners.” 

Mrs Howard has also criticised a 
“small vocal minority” of residents 
who are looking “backwards rather 
than forwards” before the centre has 
even opened. 

“I find it quite frustrating that a 



small vocal minority of people con¬ 
tinue to look backwards rather than 
forwards in this town,” she said. 
“Every town has its issues but 
we have a cutting edge sci¬ 
ence park being built which 
is causing huge interest in 
the science community 
and will bring many jobs 
I to Haverhill, two out¬ 
standing academies, and 
lots of active people who 
care about their commu¬ 
nity and are trying to 
achieve progress for 
Haverhill. 

“Haverhill is a great place to 
live and work and it’s time we real¬ 
ised that and that there are lots of 
great things coming if only we give 
them a chance to succeed.” 

Mrs Howard added that ONE 
Haverhill is “committed” to providing 
a one-stop shop service for young peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill, and it is what resi¬ 
dents said the town wanted and need¬ 
ed.

More support for rail link

In a supporting statement, Alastair 
Shulver, chairman, said: “Overall as a 
football club we are doing well but we 
do feel restricted by the battle of 
getting players here and a rail link 
would be a very good solution in 
dealing with the issue of transporting 
players in a more safe efficient 
manner.” 

The revival of the rail link is also 
supported by Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce.

PASSENGERS would be able 
to travel to Cambridge in 20 
minutes if a rail link from 
Haverhill was re-opened. 

Reviving the route would 
improve the town’s connec¬ 
tivity on a national level, and 
also take pressure off the 
A1307 road. 

These were just two of the 
messages delivered to around 
50 members of the public who 
attended a meeting on 
Haverhill’s “missing” rail link 
last week. 

Run by the Cambridge to 
Colchester Rail Project, the 
meeting heard from Rev 
Malcolm Hill, chairman, 
David Edwards, secretary and 
treasurer, and Peter 
Wakefield, chair of the East 
Anglian branch of Railfuture. 

Following a meeting with 
local councils, businesses 
and other stakeholders in 
February, Mr Hill told the 
meeting that the next step is 
for officers from 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
County Councils to work 
together on a business case. 

A feasibility study may also 
be necessary. 

It is thought that the line 
between Haverhill and 
Cambridge will cost around 
£150 million to build. 

Mr Hill said: “The line would 
serve everybody from 
Cambridge to Colchester, via 
Haverhill and Sudbury. 

“We are looking at a total of 
£100,000 to find out whether a 
railway can be constructed.” 

Mr Edwards told that open¬ 
ing just 15 miles of track 
would enable those living in 
the town to travel to 
Cambridge in around 20 min¬ 
utes.

He said: “There is a lot of 
scope if we could only get 
connected into the national 
network.” 

Mr Wakefield said that the 
A1307 is “over capacity” and 
described it as a “high casu¬ 
alty” route. 

“An alternative route to the 
road is also required,” he 
said. 

“That can only be 
provided be a high 
quality railway 
reinstatement. 

Remember, the 
population of 
Haverhill is set to 
rise to around 
40,000 in 15 years 
time. 

“There will be new 
settlements as well 
as extensions to those 
existing en route to 
Cambridge, which will con¬ 
tinue its journey to becoming 
a major core city.” 

Those in attendance were 
also invited to ask questions 
and share their views on the 
possibility of a railway. 



Antony Carpen, a political 
activist who operates through 
‘Puffles The Dragon Fairy’ on 
social media, suggested that 
local schools be involved in 
the project as it is “long¬ 
term”. 

Information should be 
extended on social media too, 
he added, in order to get the 
word out. 

Mr Carpen also encouraged 
the public to find out where 
their local politicians stand 
on reviving the railway as it 
“could cost them at the ballot 
box”. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
Suffolk County Council cabi¬ 
net member for transport, 
offered his support to the 
project at the meeting and 
said: “I will commit what I 
can from Suffolk County 
Council, not so much in terms 
of cash, but trying to facilitate 
things. 

“I think this is imminently 
doable.” 

Other questions included 
where the station would be 
and whether there was a 
possibility to extend 
to Audley End. 

One member of 
the public sug¬ 
gested that con¬ 
sulting with land 
owners should 
be the next step 
as not getting 
them onside 
could cost the pro¬ 
ject later. 

A straw poll carried 
out in the room 
revealed that everyone 
present was in favour of the 
rail link being re-opened. 

Haverhill’s railway station 
closed in 1967. 

The next meeting is taking 
place on June 5 at the Arts 
Centre, from 7pm.

Two stone tablets will also 
flank the sundial on either 
side and display words from 
the Ode of Remembrance and 
In Flanders Field. 

Cllr Cox’s suggestion was 
fully supported at a recent 
Haverhill Area Working Party 
meeting, and associated 
community groups will be 
made aware of the project. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who repre¬ 
sents Haverhill East on both 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
and Suffolk County councils, 
has pledged £1,500 from his 
locality budget to the plan. 

He said: “I think East Town 
Park is a nice area for people 
who may have lost relatives in 
the war to contemplate. 

“East Town Park is one of my 
favourite places in Haverhill 
- I couldn’t think of a better 
place for it.” 


Haverhill in Bloom has also 
agreed to come up with a 
scheme to sow poppy seeds 
on the embankments 
between the Spirit of 
Enterprise roundabout and 
the Burton End roundabout. 

The group is also investigat¬ 
ing the possibility of mount¬ 
ing a large poppy cut out in 
the Spirit of Enterprise sculp¬ 
ture, facing the direction of 
Cambridge. 

Other initiatives taking 
place across St Edmundsbury 
to honour the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the declaration of war 
include poppies being sown 
in the Abbey Gardens, Bury St 
Edmunds, and a range of 
exhibitions and events at 
Moyse’s Hall, also in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Events will also take place 
across the country to mark 
the centenary of the start of 
the battle of the Somme in 
2016 and the centenary of the 
Armistice in 2018.

They still refuse to 
repair our road 

I CONSTANTLY read in your 
publication about Haverhill 
residents bemoaning the lack of 
shopping facilities in the town. I 
thought therefore they might like 
to hear of my personal 
experiences. 

I am the secretary for Haverhill 
Ex-Servicemen’s Club. We have 
been trying for years to have the 
road at the top end of Quakers 
Lane, which leads to the club, 
upgraded to what would be 
acceptable in a civilised society.

There's a Fox 
in the garden 


At the end of a hard day’s filming, Silent Witness star 
Emilia Fox likes nothing better than to venture into 
her oasis of calm, with its walls of lavender, pretty 
clematis and fragrant roses. 

The south-facing garden, which complements 
her elegant Victorian home in west London, was 
lovingly created with the help 
of her garden designer pal, Sue 
Gernaey. Emilia says that if she 
could change her own career, 
she would become a gardener. 

"I'm constantly begging if 
I can come and work for her 
(Sue), so I can give everything 
up and become a gardener," 
says Emilia, the daughter of 
actors Joanna David and Edward 
Fox. 

The garden has been a labour 
of love for the 39-year-old 
actress, who is the face of B&Q's 
new campaign to replace all polystyrene packaging 
in its range of bedding plants and use non-peat 
compost. 

"When I first moved in, the garden was full of 
rocks and stones and lots of odd protruding wood, 
but it had a lovely, huge bay tree and I'd always 
dreamed of having my own proper English country 
cottage garden.

"My favourite plant is the Natasha Richardson 
rose, a beautiful light pink rose with an old- 
fashioned scent. My sister got it for me in memory 
of Natasha [who died in a skiing accident in 2009] 
and it's just outside the back door underneath the 
lavender wall." 

Emilia also wanted to try and replicate some of the 
sensory elements of gardens she'd experienced when 
living in the US. 

"When I lived in Los Angeles, everywhere you 
went there were delicious smells at night. I knew 
I couldn't recreate the same thing but I wanted a 
similar feeling of every sense being stimulated when 
you go out into the garden.” 

This clear passion for gardening comes from her 
mother, she explains. 

"My mum has incredibly green fingers. My 


childhood memories are of hyacinths and 
paperwhites up the stairs, while the table was always 
full of wild flowers and sweet peas. Now, I buy a 
ridiculous amount of flowers and put them outside 
as well, so what you look out to at the moment is 
lots of beautiful burgundy ranunculas and tulips and 
tuberosas in those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"I've always felt that wherever you go, if you've 
got flowers it will feel like home." 

Despite a busy acting career, Emilia tries to spend 
as much "therapeutic" time in the garden as she 
can. 

"It's probably one of the most rewarding things, 
because you get to see the results." 

She is supporting the B&Q Teabag Technologys in 
those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"It's key that we care about the environment as 
much as we care about how beautiful our gardens 
are," she urges.
